He is 
to only a few fascists and had be- 
longed to the quasi-nazi British 
National Party which was based in 
Leeds. Saxon is a self-employed 
conereter and is a National Front 
member. He was dropped as an N.F. 
press officer at the end of 1974 
after defending Hitler in the 
local press. Hinchley belongs both 
to the N.F. and the Leicester bas- 
ed English National Party ( E.N.P.) 
He is a former army marksman and

A FASCIST CONSPIRACY? = 


A&A GUEST ARTICLE BY TARAS B. MALENKO 

One of the few theories that fascists have is that of conspiracy. 

The idea that Reds, Jews, International Financiers, Freemasons, Old 
Uncle Tom Cobbley and all are secretly plotting to do unpleasant things 
to the race and nation. In reality, the only concrete existence such 
conspiracies have is in the disturbed minds of the fascists themselves. 
However, as this article seeks to show, there is a plot afoot. Several 
groups and individuals, ranging from those who shelter behind the res- 
pectable facade of the Tory Right, to those who openly proclaim their 
fascism, are plotting to destroy democracy. 

From an address in Suffolk, "Intelligence Publications" issue a mag- 
azine, “On Target". While this duplicated journal is not a best-seller 
it is thought so highly of in some circles that articles from it are 
reproduced in "Spearhead", the National Front's journal. "On Target", 
which has among its aims, "to uphold the rule of the sovereign" and, 

"to oppose large scale immigration of alien peoples", shares its addr- 
ess with the" British League for European Freedom" and Bloomfield Books. 
A leading light in the B.L.E.F. is Lady Birdwood. Recently"CHOICE} 
another organisation with which she is connected, held a joint meeting 
with the openly nazi "League of St George" and "Candour", a journal 
founded by the late A.K.Chesterton. Chesterton, a pre-war black-shirt, 
was a founding member of the National Front. ( He was also, according 
to reports, afraid to bathe in the sea at Brighton because it was "con- 
taminated by Jews"). 

Represented on the governing body of the B.L.E.F. is the" Organisation 
of Ukranian Nationalists} an outfit traditionally anti-Communist and 
anti-Jewish. Leaders of the 0.U.N. have sought to enlist the aid of the 
Pinochet regime in Chile. On the book list of the O.U.N. appear the 
writings of General Fuller, author of the constitution of Moseley's 
"British Union of Fascists".fhe 0.U.N. is involved with the "World Anti- 
Communist League", as is the ubiquitous Lady Birdwood. W.a.C.L. is ` 
supported by the government of the late Chiang Kai Shek in Taiwan. In 
the 1930s Chiang. proclaimed, "Fascism is what China now most needs." 

The government he left behind still adheres to this view. 

A contributor to "On Target" is Australian Eric Butler. Mr Butler's 
books are distributed by Bloomfield Books, they are also sold by the 
book clubs of the now defunct National Party and British Movement. It is 
no accident that police buildings housing files on the links between 
Australian and British nazis were burnt down by "Ustashi", a Croatian 
fascist group, which during world war two fought on the side of the nazis 

another person whose books are sold both by Bloomfield books and the 
‘British Movement" is Garry Allen of the Aamerican"John Birch Society". 
What, may one ask, was Princess Margaret doing, meeting a leading 
Bircher during her 1968 visit to the U.S.A.? Mr Allen's books are like 
those of A.K. Chesterton, openly on sale in Foyle's Book-shop in London. 
What are they doing there? "On Target" supports the activities of Ms 
Whitehouse. No one is suggesting that she is a fascist but the fact that 
Adrian Cooper, secretary of the Cornish branch of her "Viewers and 
Listeners Association" is also in the N.F., is a danger signal that

Enoch Powell is another "fave rave" of "On Target". At a recent ` 

Anti-#.E.C. meeting where he spoke there was on sale an anti-Jewish 

pamphlet, "Behind Communism". This work, published in the U.S.A. by 


the"Sons of Liberty" who also publish Hitler anā Goebells, is distribut- 
ed in the U.K. by the "British Movement", 

The "British Movement" has also been pushing, at £17.50 a copy, "When 
All Our Brothers are Silent", a whitewash of the Waffen 5.5. When S.S. 
orficers came to Britain to promote it, they stayed with Jonathan Guin- 
ess, a relative of Moseley and leader of the luionday Club. Guiness, like 
lady Birdwood, is a member of the Tory Party. Why doesn't the "Federat-— 
ion of Conservative Students", which is campaigning against fascism, 
demand the expulsion of those who rub shoulders with fascists? 


Among John Tyndall's pals was the late ( unlamented)Francois Duplat , 
a candidate of the French N.F. and publisher of "Anne Zero". "Anne Zero" 


is associated with"Column 88", the U.V.F., the Flemish V.M.O., the 
Italian M.S.I. and the Argentine "Anti-Com:unist Alliance", a body res- 
ponsible for many political murders. 

Tyndall counts Chile among “our most likely allies" while the Chilean 
embassy in London distributes free copies of Robert Loss's book, "Chile's 
Marxist Experiment", published with C.I.A. funds. Mr Moss is a leader 
of N.A.F.F. in whose paper, "Free Nation", Bloomfield Books advertise. 

The N.F.'s "Spearhead" has a penchant for reproducing material from 
other papers, recently they reprinted photos from "National'Socialist' 
Report", paper of the overseas organisation of the N.S.D.A.P. The N.S. 
D.. P. is better known as the German Nzi Party. 

All this shows that the various varieties of fascist have learnt the 
value of unity in action. Something anti-fascists have yet to learn.

One of the chief claims of the fas- 
cist pangeter National Front is 
that it "puts Britain first". Being 
both political protection racket- 
sers and confidence tricksters, 
they claim not cnly to be concerned 
for our nation's welfare and prest- 
ige but that no other political 
party or organisation is.

In Spain, the arch traitor 
Franco led foreign, Moorish troops 
to invade, conquer and murder his 
own countrymen.

After 40 years of fascist 
rule Spain has been very backward

they fell for Hitler's promises of 
new wealth, national pride and a 
restoration of

self respect. At 

of the German people 
( who were not aware of the trick- 
ery, tortures, murders ete etc 

that were going on behind the 
scenes) he seemed to be keeping his 
promises. But the path along which 
he led his people ended in a holo- 
caust - a world war with 30 million 
Européans killed and the attempted . 
genocide of the Jewish people, for 
which the Germans became the most 
despised nation in‘the world. 

When Hitler began his expansion- 
ist wars of conquest, early succes- 
ses seemed to confirm his boasts 
of the almost super-human powers of 
German troops. So long as the troops 
themselves believed this nonsense 
they were confident, brave, arrog= 
ant, sadistic and successful. But 
at vheir first meetings with deter- 
mined and well planned opposition, 
at Moscow, El Alamein, Stalingrad 
and Kursk ( at Stalingrad their 
"devoted", "loyal" leader allowed 


them to starve and freeze for months 
on end , dying in thousands of cold 


and hunger and stubbornly refused 


to allow them to withdraw to safety 
so that in the-end only 91,000 


out. of an original 330,000 survived 
to surrender to the Red army - 
while Hitler himself. lived it up in 
Berlin and Berchtesgarten) their 
illusions of being super-men were 
quickly shattered. After that they 
retreated, demoralised, undiscipli- 


ned and panic stricken all md O 
wayback to Berlin. , 

‘Towards the end cities such: As 
Hamburg, Dresden and Berlin suff- 
ered round the clock bombing for 
weeks on end. The German people had - 
to endure terrible food Shortages - 
starvation was common. Thirtéen and 
fourteen year old children were 
conscripted to fight at the front 
lines. . 

The Germans had lost the war but 
Hitler refused to allow them to 
surrender. He preferred to see his 
people starve and die in poverty, 
filth and degradation sooner than 
admit that he had misled them from 
the begining. At this stage the 
automatic penalty for expressing 
doubt in Hitler's ability as a lead 
er , i.e."defeatism" was death, 
When he finally poisoned himself 
( and that was not until the Red 
army were but a few streets away 
from his bunker) he left a ruined 
hation of starving widows and 
orphans, including children who 
were glad to sell their bodies to 
the conquering U.S. troops for a 
little food in order. to survive. 

If we do not want the same fut- 
ure for our children and grand- 
children then we must not allow 
fascism to seize power nere, whether 
it be the fascist National Front or 
a military coup to "restore. law and 
order" after riots provoked by the 
National Front who. are co-conspiri- 
tors with the military fascists.

Anti-fascist leader speaks oul

After release from Stafford's "C" category prison on March 17th, anti- 
fascist leader Dave Roberts had something very strong to say. He told me 
"It's a fact that right now the fascists are WINNING the war. I say war 
because it has reached the stage where thsy have access to Ministry of 
Defence supplies, to the use of automatic weapons and to training facil- 
ities. The exact. level cf communal violence directly attributable to the 
terroristic attacks of guasi military organisations has increased 100% 
in the last year and the authorities are hushing it up. It has reached 
the stage where Column 88 members can boast that they are "above the law 
and safe from arrest" and one must agree that they are right. It has 
reached the stage wnere frustration and viclence could become endemic 
and where tit-for-tat acts of individualised terror could become common- 
place." 

In reference to recent developments in the anti-fascist camp, Dave 
said,"Of course we must welcome all converts to anti-fascism, no matter 
how late they arrive, and the new Communist Party (C.P.G.B.) publication 
which accepts that racism is only a small part of fascism is a step in 
the right direction, we advocated this view two years ago. We also wel- 
come the creation of the Anti~Nazi League, the public condemnation of 
fascism by certain Tory and church leaders and indeed all such acts as 
might unite the people. But we also believe passionately that an ideolo- 
gical line must prevail which explains the causes, nature and origin of 
fascism. We also believe that no legitimate weapons should be ruled out 
of the struggle and we must insist that’the anti-fascist forces will not 
permit a Chilean situation." 


Dave Roberts called on the authorities to arrest the leaders of Column 
88 and the "Eleventh Hour Brigade" under. the Public Order Act and to ban 
all fascist marches, meetings and literature. "Only then" he added, 
"could violence on a large and ever escalating scale be avoided." 

Referring to Anti Fascist-Democratic Action ( of which he is secret- 
ary), he said,"Since the split in the old P.a.F.C. ( Provisional Anti- 
Fascist Committee), we are stronger because we are without divisions. 
The role of "FOREWARNED" in our campaigns will be of the maximum import- 
ance and its quality will improve issue by issue as our resources permit. 
All genuine anti-fascists will seek to spread its circulation and take up 
the issues it raises. The creation of a good news team and back-up serv- 
ices assists the development of content. The growing contacts which it 
leads to will ensure the growth and success of A.F.D.A. We place the 
greatest stress upon the need to get "FOREWARNED" into working class 
committees at grass roots and national levels and, perhaps even more imp- 
ortant, to those as yet unorganised.

Even today the Federal Republic 
of Germany is ashamed to teach its 
children the history of that period. 
and those children still have to 
endure some of the contempt and 
hatred of Germans provoked by their 
fathers' and grandfathers! atrocit- 
ies throughout Europe. 

Thus these modern German child- 
ren know nothing of the TRUE

terrorist Baader Meinhoff gang are 
doing. This plays right into the 
hands of the red-scaremongering and 
anti-working class reactionaries 
who still try to dominate West 
German politics. 

Or else they can, as a frightening 
number are now doing, say, "So we 
are the children of nazis, so what!" 
and, little understanding the true 
horrors of nazism, try to justify 
it. This tends to confirm the older 
Europeans' view of the stereotype 
German character and helps to per- 
petuate the hatred and contempt. 
Hitler's legacy of misery, hatred 
and fear will take many generations 
to fade away.

LANL PRICES l 
There is very bad news concern- 
ing land prices. Housing prices are 
rising again as quickly as they did 
during the 1972-74 boom when, at 
one stage, the housing land prices 
doubled within eighteen months. 
Recent house price risés have been 
on average as much as 20% in the 
last three months in some London 
boroughs, The true rise of the 
actual land price is disguised by 
its being only a proportion of the 
total house price but that proport- 
ion has risen recently from 
around 20% to around 35 - 40%. The 


drop in value of the pound over the 
last few years has made British 
land a good investment for foreign 
buyers with harder currency, in 
particular the Dutch, Germans and 
Arabs. They have mainly bought land 
in Scotland, East anglia and centr- 
al London. They know that land 
prices in Britain will never coll- 
apse so long--as..our government is 
afraid to attempt the land reforis 
that are so badly needed. And our 
government will be afraid to attem- 
pt such land reforms so long as the 
large landowning aristocracy still 
dominate the armed forces and can 
threaten a fascist coup. . 
The government fails in its duty 
by not telling the people the 
truth of the situation and giv- 
ing us the time and warning to 
prepare to stop fascism, Instead 
they try to cope without the aid 
of the organised, mobilised masses 
by using the building societies as 
a scape-goat and tinkering with l
